SPRINGFIELD, 0. Aug. 21.—Immedi- 


ately after the opening prayer by Eev. 
Mr. Breckenridga this morning tem- 
jorary chairman Senator 
Brice de- 


ivered the following address: 
' ' 


"GENTLEMEN OF THE CONVENTION :—I 


recognize the honor and responsibility 
of the position which has been as- 
signed me, and shall endeavor to till 
it to the best of my ability, with per- 
fect impartiality, and due regards for 
,he rights of each and every delegate. 
[ can only succeed with your forbear- 
ance and' assistance, upon which I 
shall rely, knowing that, we have all 
come for the same general purpose— 
the success of tbe Democratic party in 
the state. We may, as we often have 
n the past, differ as to details, and 
lave warm controversies, as to the 
manner in which, and the instrumen- 
talities by which we may best accom- 
plish our common purpose, but this 
vear, if ever, the 
Ohio Democracy 


must fight with unbroken ranks, and 
against the common enemy. We must 
recognize the gravity of the situation. 
It is now less than a year since we 
were beaten in this state by nearly 
one hundred and forty thousand p.lural- 
ty, nor was this a local disaster afEect- 
ng only the party in the state. We 
suffered from the 
Atlantic to the 


'acific, and from the lakes to the gulf. 
We were beaten in our strong holds, as 
well as in doubtful places, and its idle 
to talk of its being the fault of any 
one man, or any single act of the 
>arty, or any of the minor causes that 
effect political success. The shadow 
of the great world-wide panic, the in- 
dustrial and financial depression, low 
prices for all products, low wages, or 
no wages, for workingmen everywhere, 
despair for farmer and 
mechanic, 


.error and ruin for bankers and mer- 
chants, and at the bottom of all 
a false tariff system, ruining in turn 
manufacturer and consumer, and an 
unwise and fatally weak currency situ- 
ation, had thrown over the whole nation 
resentment against the party which 
happened to be in power when the dis- 
aster came. Millions of Democrats re- 
mained at home—hundreds of thousands 
.n our own state—as a mute protest 
against the powerlessness of 
their 


President or their congress to prevent 
or protect them from these disasters. 
Men from all parties and every where 
were saying, that the Democratic party 
was dead—dissolved—gone 
off 
into 


samps of the Populists and the Social- 
sts, and has become mere wandering 
bands of fugitives, without union and 
without hope. There was wild, fierce 
clamor against the President, against 
the 
Democratic senate, against the 


Democratic house. 
So widespread was 


,his feeling of hopelessness among our 
party that we have already lost our 
majority in the senate, not to be re- 
gained in many years. 
Our majority 


of more than one hundred in the bouse 
of representatives has been reversed 
and 
our 
membership 
in 
that 


branch 
of 
the 
present 
congress 


s a mere handful. 
Is this the 


;ime for those who remain steadfast 
and loyal to the great party of Jeffer- 


Jackson, Tilden and Cleveland to 


ndulge in quarrels and recriminations? 
Should we not rather welcome all who 
are willing to join hands and build the 
Democratic structure on which, as we 
believe, lies happiness and safety for 
this government and its people? 


"But gentlemen, does not this con- 


?ention, and the intense feeling mani- 
jested by those who attend i!t,and those 
who have sent their delegates here,tell 
,he story that a change has come over 
jhe public mind; that the Democratic 
party is no longer prostrate; that its 
lortunes are rising, and that it is quite 
worth the while to be in the Demo- 
iratic army, which already has the as- 
jured and confident step of a march 
toward victory ? Panic and fear have 
passed 
away. The 
benefieience of 


Democratic legislation has already pro- 
duced and is producing its 
effects. 


Faith is rapidly being restored, confi- 
dence re-established and business re- 
viving, and it is now clear that it is 
only a question of time, either in No- 
vember of this year, or of next year, 
wheu the American people will reward 
;he Democratic party for its profound 
service to the Republic. The three 


people in 1893 have been more nearly 
fulfilled and carried more nearly into 
jxecution than any three promises ever 
made by any party in any platform. 
What were they? They were summed 
up by Samuel J. Tilden forty years ago 
as home rule, sound money arid free 
trade as nearly as governmental re- 
quirements permit; and under the very 
shadow of the disasters brought on 
this country by the republican laws 
against which 
we 
protested, 
and 


whose 
repeal 
we 
demanded—the 


Force 
hill. 
the 
McKinley 
bill 


and the Sherman bill. These prom- 
ises were fulfilled. 
The Democratic 


party repealed and wiped from tbe

silver law, and thereby prevented the 
absolute bankruptcy of

There is no human being whose judg- 
ment is entitled to the slightest weigh 
who does not know that the gravity

the peril was averted by the repeal of 
the Sherman law. And the third, and 
in the Democratic heart the most 
sired, the repeal of the McKinley bill 
was secured against the greatest ob- 
stacles and the fiercest and bitterest 
opposition, and in its place was passed 
a Democratic liariff bill which will long 
stand as the law of the land. 1 speak 
with some. fullness of 
feeling and 


knowledge of this particular bill, be- 
cause I took great interest in it during 
its consideration by the senate. Many 
of my Democratic friends in Ohio were 
seriously disturbed, some of them quite 
indignant at iny course in the framing 
of that bill. Gentlemen of the conven- 
tion, when sent by you and your asso- 
ciates to repeal the McKiuley bill-we 
did not propose to return to you with 
the McKinley bill unrepealed if it lay 
within our power, and we did net. 
We had also been sent by you to sup- 
port the government of the United 
States and to secure the best prosperity 
and happiness to the people of this 
country. Tbis we could not do if we 
abolished all taxesand large appropria- 
,ion:», resulting in the bankruptcy of 
,he United Slates treasury and conse- 
quent uncertainty and ruin of all your 
Business, financial aud industrial ma- 
hinery. We could, therefore, not con- 


sent to the passage of a bill which did 
not provide sufficient revenue. Had 
we done so the confidence of the coun- 
,ry in the ability of the Democratic 
party to administer the affairs of the 
jovernment would have been destroyed. 
Many of you believed that the income 
;ax should be put in the bill—some 
demanded it. I doubted its constitu- 
tionality. Had I felt certain that it was 
unconstitutional 1 should have voted 
against it, but with, the bill framed 
with the income tax included, suffici- 
ent revenue would have been raised 
during ihe past fiscal year to pay all 
;he 
government 
outgo—no 
more. 


VViih restored trade, however, it is 
now clear that the bill, even without, 
;he income tax, Jwill provide about all 
ihe amount of money that is required 
;o carry on the government, and we 
now have the satisfaction of hearing

ward in this state of Ohio that our 
judgment as to what should _be done 
n the framing of the tariff bill has 
>een affirmed and confirmed by events 
aud are prepared to go'to the country 
on the Democratic tariff bill with its 
effect on trade, commerce, industries 
and .wages, and it, is seen that there is 
no indication of any attempt anywhere

tectionists to again open a question 
which has finally been adjusted upon 
Democratic lines. 
But gentleman,

i attended 
my 


first state convention in 18(53 in the 
beat of the war, when we nomin- 
ated Clement L. VaUandingham and 
George E. Pugb. 1 participated in the 
discussions from 1800 to 1870 on another 
branch of this money question, con- 
stantly endeavoring through all ihese 
years'to have iny fellow Democrats 
come where we all finally did come to, a 
sound money platform, under the wise 
and able leadership of SamuelJ. Tilden, 
n 1870, and when I see, today, efforts 
jeiug made to divide the great Demo- 
cratic party just on the eve of its re- 
vival aud resumption of power, on a 
,lieoretieal and academical question in 
which no practical result is possible, 1 
come to this convention to ask full con- 
lideration before taking passionate ac- 
tion. 1 come to urge the party in Ohio 
to stand on the platform ot 1S!W on the 
money question; to let the currency re- • 
main as it now is, and not to change 
our ground without full deliberation at 
a national convention, and a deliver- 
ance from that body. 
I come to 


urge that declaration for free coinage

Williams sent the message from Provi- 
dence and then 
hurriedly left the 


town. She has always bad a particu- 
lar liking for Boston, and has many 
friends in that city. She may have 
been on her way there when she tele- 
graphed me."

GBAND RAPIDS, Mich., Aug. 2k—The 
5 p. m. Chicago! and' West'M-icbigan 
passenger train from Chicago was held 
up.by four highwaymen one and one- 
half miles south of New Richmond at 
4:20 
Tuesday .afternoon. 
When the 


train reached th'e curve at this point it 
slowed"'up as" usual and as it did so a 
signaVwas'sVung for the train to stop. 


Engineer Geo. Sibball reversed the 


lever, applied, the air brakes and 
brought.-the train to a standstill. 
A, moment later he and 
Fireman 


Michael DriscolL1 were covered with 
revolvers by two 
men 
and 
two 


others 
proceeded 
to the express 


car, and Expressman Bernard Van 
Otten was ordered to open the door. 
This he refused to do, and the robbers 
began firing at the train, breaking all 
the windows in the express car. Find- 
ing Van Otten not easily, frightened, 
oiie of the robbers forced the door, and 
his two compiiDions, went in, and while 
one covered the expressman the other 
dynamited the'safej blowing the door 
off. They got nothing, as it was an 
empty safe being taken from Chicago 
to this city. 
The robbers then pro- 


ceeded to the passenger car, firing 
as they went. 
Entering 
the car 


they held up Conductor E. E. Rice, 
taking liis watch and S7 in cash- While 
this was going on the other two rob- 
bers went through Engineer Sibbelt 
and got his watch, and also took one. 
from Fireman Driscoll. 
The four men 


then jumped from the train and as 
they did so they saw Flagman Timothy 
Murphy signaling and shot him in the 
right groin, inflicting a serious wound. 
After firing more shots at the train 
the robbers struck out into the woods. 
After the train was started it ran into 
an 'obstruction"', a 
short distance 


north of the place 
of 
the hold- 


up. The robbers 
had 
piled 
the 


track 
with 
old ties 
and 
some 


time was spent in clearing the track. 
The train was held about an hour. 
The wounded flagman was takeu to 
the hospital. None of_ the passengers 
v?ere molested nor injured by the fly- 
ing bullets, but were terribly fright- 
ened. The Chicago and West Michi- 
gan officials at once dispatched a posse 
after the robbers. The gang is evi- 
dently the'same one that assaulted a 
woman at Otsego Sunday and have 
been operating in Kalamazoo and Al- 
len counties for the last three weeks 
robbing farmers and holding up trav- 
elers on .the highways.

WASHINGTON. Aug. 21.—After many 


pears of controversy, the claim of Max- 
imo Mora, a naturalized American citi- 
sen, ag-ainst the government of Spain, 
one value of his sugar plantation in 
3uba. has been amicably settled, or 
father practically so, for Spain has 
;oncluded to make 
tbe 
payment. 


Spain's final and positive agreement to 
pav at an early date was made some 
time aeo, but since tbe cabinet council 
it Madrid committed, tbe government

through a further decision of the 
jouneil not to pay the interest on tbe 
jlaim, amounting- Vjibout 8800,000.

The patience of the 
Washington government has been worn 
jut through Spain's policy of making 
promises and then failing to keep

nent view the refusal to pay the in- 
terest that a plan that might have in- 
volved the United States in-war with 
Spain, but probably would not, was

in intention to seize Havana and hold 
that port nntil the Spanish, govern- 
ment laid down the amount of the in- 
terest or until the customs revenues 
amounting to the full interest had 
been collected at the Havana customs 
house by the United States officers 
who would be placed in charge- The 
statement that this plan was practi- 
cally arranged is made on the best an- 
thoritv. In. coming to such a serious
